A PROCLAMATION 


For the prevention of Fraud and Abuſes in the Payment of Exciſe for Beer and Ale. 
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given to underſtand, That divers Bzetoers; and other perſons concerned in the payment of the 
ſaid Duties; in oꝛ about the Cities of London and Weſtmintter, and other places ofthis Dur Kingdom, which Ale may 
hope is not ſo much out of diſaffection to Our Gobernment, as foꝛ making to themſelves unjuſt gain, by defrauding 
us and Dur ſaid Farmers of their juſt Duties, have ſet up, and do daily make uſe of pꝛibate and concealed Tuns, 


afozeſaid. And whereas linte the Letting of the ſaid Exciſe to Farm, the faid Bzewers, to pꝛebent the diſcovery of 
the true quantity and quality of the Beer and Ale made by them, dodeny entrance into their B2ew-houles to the faid 
Gagers, contrary to the ſaid Acts of Parliament, and alſa to their foziner uſage of admitting the ſaid Gagers to ſearch, 
as Well by night ag by dap, the ſaid Bꝛewers in the mean time Brewing alſo, and Cleanſing oftentimes on Sundays, 
to the great diſhondur of Chziſtianity, and pꝛofanation of the Lozd'sidap, and do alſo oppoſe and diſcourage the ſaid 
Gagers in: their Offices, not onely by reviling language, but allo by fozce of Arms andotherwile, divers of them 
having been lately aſſaulted, beaten and wounded in the execution of their Duty in that behalf, to the-bzeach of 
Dur Peace, and maniteſt contempt. of Our Authoꝛity. | 
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Backs, and other Bzewing-Ueſſels, and alſo of pꝛivate and tontealed Stoze-houſes, and Cellars, and Pipes under 
ground, to which the Gagers who are appointed by the laid Acts of Parliament to take account of theiv Beer and 
Ale, can habe no acceſs;. And by divers other frauds and contealments, do pzactiſe and go about to diminiſh Dur 
ſaid Revenue, and alſo to pꝛejudite and under-ſel ſuch their fellow; Traders as duly confozm tothe Acts of Parliament 
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And whereas divers Chief Conſtables. Petty Conſtables, and other Officers, upon the requeſt of the ſaid Gagers, 
have refuſed to give them ſuch All. lance in their ſervices, as by the ſaid Acts of Exciſe they ought to give them: 

We therefoꝛe minding the ſpeedy Refozmation of the ſaid Abuſes, and the maintaining and upholding of Our ſaid 
Revenue, by all ſuch Juſt and Lawful ways and means as are appointed by the ſaid Acts of Parliament; And to the 
end that Our Farmers ofthe ſaid Duties in the ſaid Reſpective Counties and Cities, may be the better enabled tolevy, 
and raiſe the ſame without Dppolition oꝛ Diſturbance, conſequently to ſatisfie and pay their Reſpective Farm-rents 
reſerved and payable unto us: We habe thought fit; and do publiſh and declare, That we expect a ready and cheartul 


obedience to be given by all Perſons concerned in the Payment of the ſaid Bates and Duties, attoꝛding to the ſaid Acts | 


of Parliament: And Ce intend to pꝛoteed with allſeverity and rigour againſt all ſuch common Bꝛewers Uictuallers, 
and other Perſons whatſoeber concerned in the payment of the ſaid Duties, as ſhall be found to have erected, ſet up, oꝛ 


uled ſuch pꝛivate oz concealed Tuns, Backs, oꝛ other Ueflels as afoꝛeſaid, foꝛ the Bzewing, oꝛ making of any Beer 02 


Ale, oꝛ other the Liquozs Exciſeable ; D2 that ſhall uſe any pꝛibate o2 concealed Stozehouſes, and Cellars and Pipes 
under ground, oꝛ that ſhall Bzew.Cleanſe, oz diſpoſe of any Beer oꝛ Ale, oꝛ other the Liquo2s afozeſaid on Sundays, 02 
that at any time hereafter ſhall refuſe oꝛ delay to permit ſuch Gager oꝛ Gagers as are oꝛ ſhall be appointed in that be- 
half, to enter ſt take account of ſuch Beer and Ale, and other the Liquoꝛs afozeſaid, oꝛ that ſhall hide oz conceal any Beer 
02 Ale, oꝛ other Liquozs atozeſaid,from the ſaid Gager oꝛ Gagers, oꝛ that ſhall uſe oz offer any foꝛte, violence, 02 oppo- 
ſition to any ſuch Gager oz Gagers, oꝛ ſhall uſe any railing oꝛ reviling ſpeeches, whereby to terrifie him oꝛ them 
from the Execution of his oꝛ their Duty; And that all perſon oꝛ perſons whatſoever, who ſhall ſutter any ſuch pꝛivate 
Tuns, oꝛ other Ueſſels, oz pzibate and concealed Stoꝛehouſes and Cellars, and Pipes under ground, tobe erected, ſet 
up oꝛ uſed in 02 about his oꝛ their Houſe oz Houſes , by, oz toz any ſuch common B2ewer, oꝛ that ſhall attempt oꝛ en- 
deavour by any of the ſaid abuſes, ways and means, to diminiſh Dur ſaidRevenue, ſhaY be taken and deemed as Per- 
ſons diſaffected to Dur Government, Diſturbers of our Peace, and Contemners of Dur Royal Authozity, and of the 
ſaid Acts of Parliament, and ſhall be pzoceeded againſt accozdingly. And We do hereby ſtrictly charge and require all 
Yultices of Peace, and others to whom the hearing, adjudging and determining of, oz concerning any fozteiture, oꝛ Ot- 
fences made and committed againſt the ſaid Acts of Exciſe is intruſted, That upon any Complaint oꝛ Pnfozmation 
erhibited and bzought befoꝛe them touching any ſuch fozfeiture oꝛ offence, they do foꝛthwith pꝛoteed againſt the ſaid Df- 
fenders, as in and by the ſaid Act is directed, as they will anſwer the contrary at their peril; And We do further 
ſtraitly charge and command all Chief Conſtables, Petty Conſtables, Headbozoughs, Tythingmen, and other Df- 
ficers, that from time to time (upon requeſt of any of the ſaid Farmer, oꝛ Farmers, o2 of their Deputies, Gagers, 
and Okliters conftituted under their reſpective Hands and Seals ) they be aiding and aſſſiſting unto them, and eve- 
ry of them reſpectivelp, as well in demanding and making Entrance in the night-time,acco2ding to the ſaid Acts of Par 
liament (if need be) into any Bzew-houſe, oz other place belonging to, o2 uſed by any Common B2ewer, oꝛ other Per. 
ſon concerned in the payment of Erciſe afozeſaid,as in keeping Pur Peace, and in publiſhing and ſerbing ſuch General 
Summons, Pꝛetepts and Warrants, as by virtue ofthe ſaid Acts of Parliament from time to time, Sur ſaid Farmers, 
02 any of them ſhall ſend unto them, and to make Returns accozdingly. And to the end Dur ill and Pleaſure herein 
may be made known: Cle do hereby Will and Require the ſeveral and reſpective Sheriffs, Bajozs, Baplifts, in the 
ſeveral and reſpective Counties, Cities and Towns Cozpozate of this Dur Realm, tocauſe this Dur Pzoclamati- 
on to be openly read and publiſhed in the Barket-plate of every Market Town, within their ſeveral and reſpective 


Sheriff wicks and Liberties, upon ſome Parket-day within fourteen days next after their receipt hereof, as they will 


anſwer the contrary at their perils. |
